Applicant's arguments filed 23-JUL-2DD4 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive, because; 

A. ) Applicant argues that Vinson et aL does not teach "immediately after" because there is no cross-sectional view of 
the portion of the head shown in Fig. 3. This is not persuasive because applicant's arguments ignores the cross-sectional view shown 
Fig. 4 which is clearly indicated as a cross-section in Fig. 3 by the conventional arrowed lines. Fig. 4 clearly shows that the wires 
arranged in parallel and Furthermore, applicant fails to refer to the text of Vinson et al for element 142, which states that "after the 
rubber 142 is deposited around the bead wires.." (3:2D-25). Element 142 is depicted as immediately after the final arrangement of the 
cords in Fig. 3. 

B. ) In response to Applicant's argument that the examiner has interpreted the claim in an unduly broad manner, the 
examiner notes that words and phrases in the claims have been given their "plain meaning" as understood by a person having ordinary 
skill in the art. A narrower interpretation of specific words and phrases is given only when they are defined by applicant in the original 
disclosure/specification with reasonable clarity, deliberateness, and precision. In this instance, applicant has not specifically defined 
particular terms in a specific manner.
